watching the fliers during their noon recess. 


Carlstrom was giving Epes his first flight. 
They left the ground 


and rapidly rose to about 3,500 feet. 
They were fly ing along smooth-, 


ly when those persons watching the machine saw it suddenly crumple :I 
up and plunge downward.

As the crippled machine fell observers saw a portion ot the plane 


sailing after it. 
This proved to be the right wing, which evidently gave 


way and caused the remainder of the plane to collapse. 


Carlstrom reached the zenith of his fame when he flew from 


Chicago to New York for the New York Times several months ago. 


Epes resigned his position as teller in a local bank last Saturday 


and had arranged to take the aviation course as a civilian until his 


application had been acted upon by the army authorities.
